cine and law. As I Intend to quote 
freely from him. It may to well for 
those who hare not read his recent 
article, "Why Prohibition Has _„, 
Remedied the Liquor Evil and Can Not

Introduction, as follows: "The choice of 
Doctor Williams to discuss this subject 
Is due to the fact that he has made a 
special study of the whole question for 
manr years, and has written authorita- 
tively about it in his book on 'The Ef- 
fect' of Alcohol.' He has attended uni- 
versities, medical schqols and hospitals 
both In this country and in Ix>ndon, 
Paris and Berlin; and as a member of 
the staff of several state hospitals and 
asylums,-and particularly as medical 
superintendent of the Randalls Island 
hospitals In New York, as well as a 
sr>wiallst in.mental and neiyous dis- 
eases, he has had unusual opportuni- 
ties to note and investigate every side 
of the problem."

travelers return), has left out the number 
13 in renumbering the houses in certain 
streets, owing to protests from property 
owners and tenants, who feared ill luck 
would follow them if thev were compelled 
to live under the spell that mystic numeral 
is by many supposed to cast. In doing this 
the officials undoubtedly acted wisely for 
their own peace of mind, as well as that of 
the superstitious people interested, but what 
a precedent to set in this supposedly en- 
lightened age! 


Giving official recognition to a super- 


stitiqf of the silliest sort does not conduce 
to the progress of that march toward ra- 
tionality to which modern science, modern 
schools and all the other modern agencies 
for the acquisition and dissemination of 
truth are dedicated. 
Rather, it leads to 


wonder as to how many more centuries- it 
will be, if ever, until the world no longer 
clings to the fears and the fancies of hu- 
manity's childhood. 
The wonders of to- 


day 
of electricity, 
cliemistrv, surgen, 


astronomy, psychology and what not 
are 


far more Testifying and impressive than 
anything conjured by the imagination; the 
invisible wirele.ss flash that leaps over thou- 
sands of miles of space is or ought to be 
vastly more terrifying than the evilest eye 
of the evilest witch that ever-fode a broom- 
stick. Yet we cling still, as a race, to 
superstitions which the science that has 
made possible Mich wonders has shown to 
be utterly ridiculous. 


Perhaps, of course, this idea is all wrong. 


Perhaps there is something evil in the

ber 13; perhaps a rabbit's foot, secured 
under the proper conditions, is a charm; 
perhaps we are sure to -encounter misfor- 
tune if the new moon shines over our left 
shoulder <5r we pick up a pin whose head 
was toward us; perhaps six weeks of winter 
is an absolute certainly since the ground- 
hogs in this vicinity did not see their 
shadows the other day. Perhaps there is 
foundation for the thousand and one other 
superstitions that otherwise intelligent peo- 
ple entertain. If so, then tlie Chicago offi- 
cials who have discarded "13" as a street 
number have done a worth\ deed, and it> 
might be well to cast this hoodoo out of 
pw numerical system emireh.

A KING IN COURT. 


IN map> respects one of the most inter- 


esting lawsuits of recent times is that re- 
centl) brought in the name of King George 
of England against Edward Mylius, charg- 
ing the circulation of a libel. The alleged 
libelous utterance was that the King had 
some years ago entered into a morganatic 
alliance with the daughter.of a British ad- 
.miral, and it had been so persistently circu- 
lafed that the King "was forced from the 
standpoint both of royal dignity and 
personal -honor to take cognizance of it. 
As the Constitution forbids a monarch giv- 
ing; testimony in a court oi law. he was 
prevented from appearing in person, as he

means, without precedent; but this particu- 
lar case is peculiar in that the action was 
plainly .brought in behalf not of King 
George, the ruler, but of the man himself. 
The King was far more interested in the 
vindication of his private honor than in 
having the stain of a fugitive alliance re- 
movectfrom the royal coat of arms. To an 
American thjs seems entirely properf-but 
from the-continental point of view there is 
something little shofl of amusing in a- 
mem- 


ber of royalty taking personal affront at a 
charge of this character. For Europe has 
not yet sufficiently .outgrown the heritage of 
a thousand years of monarchial rule to con- 
sider a morganatic marriage as in any 
sense a reflection upon the character of the 
titled party to it. The affair is'still the 
moce^slriking jn the contrast it-brings out 
between King George and his father, who 
never paid the slightest attention to the 
gossip and slander in Which his name so 
often figured. 


That the'defendant should get off so 


lightly mirrors the same changed condi- 
tions which find a king bringing a libel suit 
on a purely personal basis. Not many cen- 
turies ago a commoner convicted of ma- 
ligning his monarch would have been lucky 
to escape being "hanged, drawn and quar- 
tered or locked up in the Tower forlhe rest 
of his days. And it was less than a century 
ago that Leigh Hunt, who had had the 
temerity to call the Prince Regent "a cor- 
pulent Adonis of fifty," was fined five hun- 
dred pounds and sentenced to two years in 
prison.

The ''divine right" of kings is in an ad- 


vanced stage of obsolescence, and it will 
not be long, with a continuance of present 
tendencies, until the privileges the theory 
has in the past conferred with regard to 
royal affaires de coeur will^e no longer 
recognized. King George has done a most 
commendable thing in making plain, as 
this case does, his belief that the standards 
b} which common men are judged are the 
proper standards to apply to members of 
royalty.
